and Steven, were baptized this morning 
and Mary Osgood will move into the 
new house as soon as she is able. Here 
are our men of middle age, Nicholas 
Holt, Aadrew Allen, Serg. John Stevens 
Richard Barker, John Frye and Robert 
Barnard clustered about the Parson, as 
Mrs. Bradstreet and her daughters; with 
many cordial greetings, withdraw to the 
luncheon entertainment usually spread 
at the Bradstreets’ for visitors, on the 
Lord’s Day. 

Some of the Haverhill people are over 
with the regular comers, John Marston 
and John Remington’s small families, 
while Robert Ames and the other Row- 
ley friends are going. home with Job 
Tyler today. For Job is about to flit to 
Roxbury and Richard Sutton. who is 
going to Reading, is arguing with Hen- 
ry Jaques, who favors old Newbury, on 
the relative merits of business ventures 
between the two ports of Newbury and 
Salem.

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FAMOUS POLITICAL PHRASE. 


Used In Different Forms by Lincoln, The- 
odore Parker and Webster. 

In a letter headed Not Lincoln’s 
Own Words, a correspondent points 
out that the words government of the 
people, by the people, for the people, 
in the famous .Gettysburg address were 
not original with Lincoln. He attempts 
to further show that they were original 
with Henry Wilson, and were quoted by 
Lincoln from a letter written in 1860 
by Wilson to certain persons in Boston. 

In a speech delivered at the New 
England antislavery convention, Boston, 
May 29, 1850, by Theodore Parker, may 
be found the expression ‘‘a government 
of all the people, by all the people, for 
all the people, the exact language, 
with the exception of one word, of that 
ascribed to Wilson and employed by 
Lincoln. But still further back had the 
same idea been expressed in substantial- 
ly the same way by Daniel Webster in 
one of his most splendid oratorical ef- 
forts, whose every phrase was. familiar 
to all patriotic Americans long before 
Parker uttered his speech or Wilson 
wrote his letter. In his second speech 
on Foot’s resolution, Jan. 26, 1830, 
Webster used these words, ‘‘The people’s 
goverument, made for the people, made 
by the people and answerable to the 
people. 

The phrase discussed belongs no more 
to Wilson than to Lincoln. The words 
can no more be said to have been 
**quoted”’ by Lincoln from Wilson than 
from Parker or Webster. Lincoln was 
familiar with the writings and speeches 
of Parker. He had probably never seen 
this particular letter of Wilson’s. That 
his language should be exactly the same 
as that of the latter was a coincidence, 
but probably nothing more. The phrase 
was merely the expression, in the sim- 
plest, most direct language, of the glo- 
rious yet popular and familiar idea of 
the constitution and object of cur form 
of government. expression cannot 
be ascribed to any one man. Lincoln 
does not give the statement as a positive 
declaration—as a new coined phrase in- 
tended to add to his laurels as a public 
speaker, but uses the words as descrip- 
tive of our government in uttering the 
resolve that it shall not perish from 
the earth. ; 

That some words of the speech had 
been suid before does not detract from 
the beauty or grandeur of Lincoln’s ad- 
dress as a whole. Hisspeech, which has 
been declared to be the greatest in the 
records of oratory of our own or any 
other country, was so not because it was 
the labored and polished effort of a 
practiced orator, but because of the 
greatness of the man, as a man, who 
uttered it.— Washington Star.

Varieties Prised by Florists and Amateure 
For Conservatory Decoration. . 
Begonias are in general favor as win- 
ter blooming plants for their grace, 
beauty and diversified character. B 
semperfiorens, in its many forms, is use- 
ful for conservatory decoration in win- 
ter or the flower garden in summer 
They are among the easiest to grow. 
propagating freely either from cuttings 
or seeds. Thousands of seedlings come up 
every year under the greenhouse benches, 
and, characteristic of the genus, many 
varietal forms appear. American Gar- 
dening tells that Vernon, the bronzed 
lenved form, takes on a glossy hue un-

B s. rosea gigantea has co 
far not been a success as a bedder, but is

B. Bismarcki, a garden hybrid, is one 
of the best greenliouse plants. It is al- 
ways in bloom, from the cutting bench 
onward. 

B nitida is a very showy kind sel- 
dom seen. The foliage is abundant, 
nearly round, shiny green. The plant 
makes a compact and very pretty speci- 
men. 

B. metallica is too well known to 
need description, but it is here worthy 
of note that it does better in a light soil 
and needs a_little higher temperature 
than do the majority of its congeners. 

B. Mme. de Lesseps (argenteo-gut- 
tata—olbia) is a most distinct and hand- 
some foliaged plant. B. President Car- 
not is another handsome variety of this 
class. B. olbia is considered one of the 
most beautiful foliaged plants of the 
genus. 

B. argenteo-guttata, new a few years 
ago, is now quite common. It is hand 
somely spotted, and being one of the 
easiest to propagate and grow is in gen- 
eral use as a florist’s plant. 

Barreling Apples. 

Many of the must profitable operations 
in commercial life depend in the first 
instance upon very simple facts. Most 
persons would pass by without observing 
the barreling of apples, as a case in 
point. If apples were placed loosely in 
barrels, they would soon rot, though 
passing over but a very short distance 
of travel, and yet, when properly bar- 
reled, they can be sent thousands of 
miles, even over the roughest ocean 
voyage, in perfect security. 

This, explains Meehan’s Monthly, is 
owing to the fact discussed years ago, 
without any one knowing particularly 
the reason, that an apple rotted from a 
bruise only when the skin was broken 
An apple can be pressed so as to have 
indentations over its whole surface 
without any danger of rotting, provid- 
ing the skin is not broken. In barreling 
apples, therefore, gentle pressure is ex- 
ercised so that the fruit is fairly pressed 
into each other, and it is impossible for 
any one fruit to change its place in the 
barrel on its journey. Apples are some 
times taken out of the barrels with 
large indentations over their whole sur 
face, and yet no sign of decay. In these 
modern times we understand the reason. 


The atmosphere is fall of microscopic: 


germs which produce fermentation, and 
unless they can get an entrance into the 
fruit rot cannot take place. A mere in- 
dentation, without a rupture of the outer 
skin, does not permit of the action of 
these microbes. This is a simple reason 
why the early observations enabled the 
barreling of apples to be so successful. 


Things That Are Told. 
The new Triumph peach is a yellow 
freestone, and ripens with the Amsden. 
Some good vineyardists do not prane 
at all till the latter part of winter or in 
early spring. In this case the pruning 
may be done so as to leave only the buds 
expected to bear fruit the coming season. 
Among pears, one of the comparative 
ly old varieties, known as Beurre Clair- 


geau, is still in as much demand today 


as it ever was, and is one of the stand- 
ard winter pears. 

A “‘new spineless gooseberry is ad- 
vertised in the English papers. It is 
claimed that it is ‘‘spineless, of robust 
growth, has ee red fruit of the best 
quality, and the bushes are extremely 
prolific. ’’

Boston, Nov. 18.—The butter market is 


quiet and fairly steady. There was a very 
light trade last week, and some of the 
fresh receipts had to be caicied over: A 
few. receivers cleared up at slight conces- 
sions. This week shows a little steadier 
tone, but buyers have not shown up in 
large Dumbers, and the outlook is doubt- 


"hee trade shows ne signs of a 
revival, The English markets, which ad- 
vanced 4 to 6 cents two or three weeks 
ago, have receded 2 to 8 cents, and no 
shipping orders have come to hand for 
over a week. 
strongest supports, and leaves our market 
in an uncertain condition. 

There is still a chance for another spurs 
in the export trade. Australian supplies 
will not be in England much before the 
close of this month, and when they do 
arrive they may not be very large. The 
American receipts will probably be used 
up before that time, and more will be 
wanted.

Cheese. 

The country cheese markets have lost 
their sharp edge, and the sales reported 
this week show a decline from the week 
previous.

September and October twins are held 
at 11 to 1144 cents, and large singles at 104 
to 11 cents, but only small sales at out- 
side figures. Trade has been light, and 
there is no disposition to force business at 
any concession. Sales of early made at 8 
to 10 cents. 

Exporters are still out of the market, 
and the cheese going out on steamers is on 
Canadian accouut. Montreal has been 
making large shipments the past few 
weeks, 

Other Produce, 

For strictly fresh western eggs there has 
been a good demand at 22 to 23 cents, and 
24 cents was obtained for selected lots of 
Michigan and Illinois. Fresh eggs in the 
latter sections are scarce, Ordinary mixed 
lots sell slowly at 18 to 20 cents.

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_ HILL FARMS OF NEW ENGLAND. 


Steep the Most Profitable Crop—Reclaim- 
ing Poor Land In Three Years. 
The hill farms of New England can 
da reclaimed easier with sheep, and with 
more profit, than in any other way. 
Land can be bought at a low figure and 
from 100 to 500 sheep put on the place, 
according to the size of it. The place 
should be inclosed with a barbed wire 
fence of five or six strands, the three 
lower ones six inches apart, strung 
tightly upon good posts set a rod apart, 
which will keep the sheep in and the 
‘dogs out. A few acres of tillable and 
mowing land should also be in 
on which to raise some n out 
some hay. A rotation of corn, oats and 
clover will give the best results and be 
found the most profitable. Two horses 
will do all the work on such 
a farm, and two cows supply the family 
with milk, butter and cream. One man 
can plant what few crops are put in and 
take care of the sheep, with an extra 
man at barvest and at lambing time, 
when some one ahould be with the ewes 
night and day to give any needed as- 

sistance. 


The barns or sheds should be made 
tight and dry, and warm if-early win 
lambs are to be raised. A sheep wi 
stand much cold if the air is still, but a 


tes for] draft and dampness are injurious to 


them. Inclose the sheds on all sides and 
put several windows in the south side 
for light and warmth. Sheep like the 
sunshine, and enjoy sunning themselves 
as much as do fowls. If possible, the 
water should be conveyed to them in the 
stables, where you can have it before 
them all the time. On clear, fair days 
the sheep may be let out in the yards, 
but during high winds and storms they 
should always be kept housed. 

Cover thickly as much land as possible 
with the manure in the winter, and 
plant it to corn. Plow as much more 
and sow it to peas and oats and cut 
what grass you can on the meadows. If 
you can spare it, plow under the oats 
and peas before they ripen, and sow to 
buckwheat; plow this under and sow to 
rye. If you must have the oats and peas 
to feed, cut them at the proper time and 
put in acrop of rye. Harvest the corn 
and put it in the silo, if you have one; 
if not, cure and husk it and feed the 
whole corn shelled, cutting and steam- 
ing the sialks for the sheep and other 
stock. The next spring sow a crop of 
oats on the corn stubble and seed heavily 
with clover; plow under rye when it is 
well up and plant corn. The winter’s 
manure may be used partly on the land 
for corn and partly on a piece of old 
land to be planted to oats and peas as in 
the year previous, and the same rotation 
followed. 

This rotation will be under full head- 
way the third year. One piece will be 
in clover. which will yield two ants, and 
be followed with corn. A second piece 
will be in oats seeded with clover, and 
a third piece will be in corn, to be fol- 
lowed by oats. All the manure should 
be placed on the ground for corn, unless 
some is wanted for the pastures ora 
piece of natural meadow. By this sys- 
tem of rotation all the tillable Jand can 
be brought up to a fair state of produc- 
tiveness in three years. The 
will be improved by the sheep qu them, 
especially when grain is fed. © ex- 
pense of conducting such a farm will be 
very small. But little labor being re- 
quired, the question of hired help is 
nearly or quite solved, says The New 
England Homestead, from whith the 
foregoing is reproduced. 


A Bank Cellar. 

The New York Tribune gives an il- 
lustration showing how e bank cellar 
can easily be constructed for the storing 
of fruits and vegetables. An excavation 
is made into the bank the size desired, 
the earth being thrown out at the sides, 
where it can be used for still further

banking the walls. The latter are of 
rough stones laid up in lime, sand and 
cement, with roofs and gables of wood. 
A tile drain should be laid outside the 
base of the wall, extending around to 
the front, to discharge down the slope. 
This cellar has no window, but may 
have double doors, one containing sash 
in its upper panel. Such a building can 
be very cheaply constructed, and in 
many locations and under many condi- 
tions may be found the most practical 
method of securing a frostproof storage 
for fruit and vegetables.

A Bottle Cannon. 

Take a thick empty bottle—a champagne 
quart bottle will do—and pour water into 
it until it is one-third full. In the water 
dissolve one of the powders—-bicarbonate 
of soda, that druggists sell to make selters 
water. 

Put the contents of the other package, 
tartaric acid, in a playing card rolled up 
into a tube and tied around with a thread, 
one end of the tube being sealed or plugged 
with two pellets of blotting paper. 

Suspend this miniature cartridge from 
the cork by mvans of a piece of thread at- 
tached by a tin tack. The open end of the 


cartridge must be uppermost, and when 
all is ready you cork the bottle tightly, 
having allowed enough thread to swing 
the cartridge clear of the water. : 

To explode the cartridge and disc 
your novel cannon you lay the bottle hori- 
zontally upon two pencils on the table. 
They will act as your gun carriage. 

Pretty soon the water will penetrate the 
blotting paper plugs and reach the tartaric 
acid. Effervescence will at once take place, 
and the carbonic acid gas thus generated 
will throw the cork from the bottle with 
a loud report, the cartridge trailing after 
it like a rocket. 

And you will have a still further imita- 
tion of field artillery in the recoil of the 
bottle, which will roll back several inches. 

Make this little experiment. It is both 
pretty and harmless.— Philadelphia Times.
